Whitd River Junction, Vt., September 4.

The republicans carried the state by an 
immense majority, but it is likely to fall 
10,000 under the vote of 1896, though it ‘s 
probably about 6,000 ahead of the gu- 
bernatorial vote two years ago. 

The vote for governor in 160 cities and 
towns out of 246 in the state, gives Stick- 
ney, republican, 36,671; Senter, democrat, 
13,667; others 1,127... The same citles and 
towns in 1896 give Grout, republican, 40,- 
664: Jackson, democrat, 11,917; all others 
1, 264. The republican plurality is 23,004; 
majority over al] 21,877; the republican 
plurality in the same towns in 1896 was 
98.747 and majority over all 27,483.

Council Accepted His 
Personal Apology 
Yesterday. 


Impeachment Proceedings Were 
Withdrawn and No Trial 
Will Be Held, 


The probatior of Mayor James G. 
Woodward has é¢ommenced. 

The impeachment proceedings, which 
charged drunkenness, neglect of duty and 
isregularity, in that he, while drunk, 
signed a contract for 100 cars of coal when 
he should have signed for only fifty, were 
withdrawn yesterday morning, his apol- 
Ogy to council was accepted, and he is 
now to be the mayor of Atlanta so long 
as he abstalns from strong drink and at- 
tends to the duties of his office. 

The impeachment trial was scheduled 
for yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. Short- 
ly before that hour Judge H. M. Reid, of 
the civil branch of the city court, who 
was to have presided, was notified by 
City Attorney Anderson that the trial 
would not be held, as the proceedings had 
been stopped by the action of councll. 

Mayor Woodward did not visit his office 
at the city hall yesterday. He communl- 
cated with his secretary early in the 
morning, stating that we was fil at his 
residence, and would probably pot be in 
the city during the day. 

After the session of council, the resigna- 
tion of Mayor Woodward, which was 
printed in full in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, was handed Councilmen 
Rawson and Harwell, and by them it will 
be tendered council when they deem it 
recessary to do so. As has been atated, 
they will consider it to the best interests 
of the city to tender the resign&tion as 
soon as they have positive knowledge 
that the mayor has taken one drink of an 
intoxicating beverage. 

All of this was not accomplished yester- 
day morning until after one of the most 
interesting sessions that has ever been 
held by the city council of Atlanta. Some 
eioqguent speeches were made by the 
members of that body, both for and 
against the withdrawal of the impeach- 
ment proceedings. | 

Clerk Did Not Have Papers. 

Directly after Mayor Pro l'em. Mayson 
had rapped for order and asked the mem- 
bers of the body what their pleasure was, 
Councilman Harwell suggested that the 
apology off Mayor Woodward and his 
resignation be read by the clerk. 

“Clerk Greene has not the papers In his 
possession,’’ said Deputy Clerk Campbeli, 
who was at the desk, 

Every one looked blank for a moment, 
and it appeared that the meeting would 
end there. 

“Mr. Taylor has a copy,’’ said Council- 
man Harvell, meaning the mayor's priv- 
ate secretary, and Mr. Taylor, produced 
the paper from which Mayor Woodward 
had read Monday morning when he made 
his personal apology to. council. 

This was read and was handed back to 
Mr. Taylor, as the mayor had only had it 
written for his own convenience in ad- 
dressing council, not intending tai it 
should be spread on the minutes. 

The resignation given’ to Councilmen 
Rawson and Harwell, . copy vf which 
was printed yesterday morning, was also 
read. 

Councilmen at first appeared loath to 
discuss the matter, but finally Council- 
man Harwell took the initiative. 

‘“y have been thinking seriously cf this 
matter for the past few days,’ he said, 
“and I have decided that it is best for the 
mayor, best for the city and best for all 
concerned that we accept the apology of 
the mayor. I, therefore, move that the 
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impeachment paper be tabled and the 
apology accepted.” 
The Argument Begins. 

Quick seconds to this motion came from 
several quarters, and the mayor pro tcin. 
was allowed to state the motion before 
the argument began. He was on the point 
of calling for a vote When Councilman 
Maddox caught the eye uf the chair, and 
was recognized. 

“Before that motion {is put,’’ sald the 
councilman, “I desire to say a few words. 
It is now the second or third time that we 
have appointed committees to investigate 
the conduct of the mayor, and while these 
committees have made reports, the pa- 
pers have never been read. I was on one 
of these committees, apd we made a 
report, 

‘“T want that report taken from the 
table and read. I want the committee 
which is now in existence to make a 
report. Suppose at the next meeting of 
council another motion is made for a 
committee. We would be then right where 
Wwe are now.”’ 

“Tt Is Due the People.” 

Councilman Grady was next up for an 
earnest talk, in which he made up for lost 
time. This was the first time he had 
spoken during the present inpeachment 
proceedings, but he told his conferees ex- 
actly where he stood. 

“My understanding, from having talk- 
ed with members of the committee,”’ said 
Councilman Grady, ‘is that the impeach- 
ment is not based solely upon the mayor's 
drunkenness, but also upon his neglect of 
duty and other causes. I think it due the 
people that we take some action. 

“There is that coal ccetract, which is 
said to have been irregular; that matter 
should have been looked into. You re- 
member what the chairman of the finance 
committee stated about the mayor's neg- 
lect of duty. Fre said he had been unable 
upon a number of occasions to tind the 
mayor f{n his office. : 

“Tf you are going to excuse him this 
time, why not just turn him loose from 
now on: Jet him get ‘drunk all he wants 
to and buy one hundred cars of coal 
every day if he chooses. I would much 
rather do that than retain in office a man 
whose word I had announced I could not 
accept unless he put it in writing and 
swore it. and furthermore gave me his 
resignation to use in case he did not keep 
his written and sworn promise, 

“T°do not see why he should be excused. 
Other city officials are not given another 
chance. Captain Joiner (meaning of the 
police department) was not given another 
chance. and no member of the sanitary 
department or any other city official 
would be excused, I would never in the 
world vote to rescind the action of the 
last session. 

“The gentlemen have said that he (the 
mayor) was the most upright” most hon- 
est mayor we have ever had, and yet they 
have forced him to come before this 
body and make the most degrading prom- 
ise. It was worse than impeachment 
could possibly be. They say that he is 
upright and honest and yet they can’t 
take his word. He’s upright and honest 
and yet they won't believe him unless he 
takes an oath and puts it in writing. 

“Tt is an insult to the people of Atlanta 
to even talk of accepting an apology and 
promise from a man whose word must be 
sworn to and put in writing before you 
will believe he will do what he says.” 


BarretT Is Sentimental. 


Councilman Barrett replied to Coungcil- 
man Grady. In the latter’s speech, when 
he spoke of the coal contract, there was 
that in his words, probably because of 
the way he expressed it, that gave the 
impression that the mayor had been dis- 
honest in the coal deal. It was to this 
that Councilman Barrett replied. 

‘“T have never heard the mayor accused 
of dishonesty,’”’ he said. “He has been 
drunk: he admits that. But he has not 
been dishonest. I would be in favor of 
impeaching him, too, if he had been dis- 
honest. I would say to turn him out. 

‘Now. so far as turning him loose and 
letting him stay drunk and buy one hun- 
dred cars of coal every day is concerned, 
that is not the question. It is the ques- 
tion of forgiving him that we are cun- 
sidering. Other councilmen may -vote to 
impeach him, but I can see the pleading 
faces of his wife and children. turned v-

TELEGRAPH IN-BAD CONDITION 


Empress Has Urged Ili Hung 
Chang To Use Every Means 
at His Command To 
Open Negotiations 
at Once. 


London, September 5.—4:15 a. m.—To« 
day’s dispaches from Shanghai and Tien 
Tsin refer to the hopeless confusion and 
mismanagement of the Chinese telegrauh 
system which may probably account in 
part for the delay in getting news from 
Pckin. Another reason for the delay 
doubtless {is the anxiety of the Chinese 
authorities to procure the evacuation of 
the capital. No effort is being spared by 
them to bring this about. Their idea is 
that should tbe foreign ministers in Pekin 
be allowed free communication with their 
governments the ful]l extent of the com- 
plicity of the Chinese government in the 
anti-foreign outrages would be revealed 
and would lead the allies to decide to re- 
main until retribution had been executed. 

All telegrams have to be conveyed by 
courler from Tse Nan Fu to Pekin, and 
probably all cipher dispatches have been 
stopped. 

Accordingto Shanghai advices Li Hung 
Chang wired the Chinese minister in 
Lendon, Sir Shi Shen Lo Feng Luh, as 
follows: 


“Our St. Petersburg minister has per- 
svaded Russia to leave Pekin. You are 
useless if ycu cannot persuade ngland.” 


Russia May Get Slice. 


It is asserted that Earl Li has promised 
Russia three Manchurian provinces if she 
Secures the withdrawal of the allied. 
forces of Pekin and favorable peace terms 
from the powehs. Both the empress 
dowager ard Li Hung Chang are said to 
be lavishing money t attain these ob- 

cts. 

There is no sign as yet of a decision on 
the part of the powers regarding the pro- 
poe. The. Japanese pers un 
y condemn the idea of evacuating Pekin 
and hint that there is a secret compact 
between Germany and Russia to the detri- 
ment of Great Britain and Japan. 

The Moscow correspondent of The 
Standard, referring to the ‘horrible ac- 
counts of Russian brutality at Blago- 
vetschensk after the bombardment, says: 

“It is reported that the Cossacks mer- 
cilessly butchered men, women and chil- 
dren m the villages on the Amur river 
and flung their corpses into the stream. 
These stories are confirmed by an official 
order just issued couched in a mild tone, 
admitting the massacres, which are de- 
scribed as caused by exasperation against 
the Chinese for beginning hostilities and 
threatening the utmost severity of mar- 
tial law for any future violence to un. 
armed, peaceful Chinamen, at the sama 
time ordering the police throughout the 
Amur district to compel the town and 
country populations to drag Chinese 
corpses out of the river and bury or 
burn them in order to prevent an out- 
break of infection.” 

The correspondent adds: 

“This order reads like a free warrant for 
the massacre of any Chy:amen whom Cas- 
sacks may provoke in a quarrel or prove 
to be in possession of arms.” 

Proof that Emperor Kwang Su 1s still 
under the thumb of the empress dowager 
is supplied by the Shanghai correspondent 
of The Times, who wires: 

“An imperial edict, dated August 19th, 
while en route for Tai Yuen Fu, address- 
ed to Li Hung Chang, in the emperor's 
name explains that In view of the dan- 


| gers of a foreign assault upon Pekin the 
| emperor felt it his duty to comply with 


the views of the empress and accompany 
her westward. 

“Now, fearing that the powers are in- 
censed and unwilling to propose a peace- 
ful settlement, the emperor orders LI 
Hung Chang to uBe every endeavor to 
open negotiations. He praises Earl Li’s 
faithful service to the dynasty and as- 
sures him of imperial gratitude. 

“Another imperial edict,. issued from 
Shan Si August 2th, and more concilia- 
tory, urges provincial viceroys and gov- 
ernors to safeguard their territory and 
bids the Yang Tse viceroys continue the 
policy of securing protection for mission- 
aries and merchants and of maintaining 
the general sense of security.”

The regimental match, contested by 
teams* of ten men from battalions and 
regiments, was the great feature of to- 
day’s work on the Avondale range. This 
match was for the famous DeRenne tro- 
phy, the $1,000 silver cup, to be held for 
one’ year. It was won by the team from 
the Second battalion of the First regi- 
ment infantry, the Savannah Volunteer 
Guards. Both of these trophies, there- 
fore, will remain in the Guards’ armory. 
The conditions under which the shooting 
Was done were much better today than 
yesterday. There was much less wind 
and better scores were made. The good 
shoots, however, complained about hav- 
ing to use original ammunition. They 
have been accustomed to using the best 
ammunition and claimed that much bet- 
ter scores could have been made if they 
had had better ammunition. 

It took all day to shoot the regimental 
match. The possible score in this con- | 
test was 2,250, while the score on which 
it was won by the team from the Savan- | 
mah Volunteer Quards was only 1,368. 

The team from the First cavalry regi- 
ment, which included*the members from | 
the Governor’s Horse Guards, led the 
shooting up to the skirmish, but they 
could not do so well on the skirmish 
shooting as the infantry. The cavalry 
team, however, came second, its score 
being 1,303. The other teams followed in 
the order named: First battalion First 
infantry, Fourth -infantry, first team; 
Second battalion, Fourth infantry; Third 
battalion, First infantry; Second infan- 
try, Fourth infantry, second team.

Chinese Subject Missionaries to 
Most Revolting of Outrages, 


NAMES OF DEAD WITHHELD 


The Refusal of the American Govern- 
ment To Withdraw Troops from 
China Meets with General 
Approval by Ameri- 
can Residenta 


\ 


Shanghai, September 4.—Dispatches an- 
nouncing that the American government 
refuses to agree to the withdrawal of 
the troops from Pekin before satisfaction 
for the outrages upon and the losses of 
its subjects is given have been received 
here and are applauded by the entire 
foreign colony in Shanghai. Any other 
policy, according to the business men 
and missionaries with whom the Asso- 
clated Press representative has talked, 
would be‘a vital blow to the prestige of 
the foreigners and would weaken their 
status in China. The local English pa- 
pers fiercely denounce the proposals to 
evacuate Pekin, and say that the Chinese 
would interpret evacuation as defeat, The 
masses of Chinese now believe that the 
Chinese arms are victorious. 

The Chinese papers printed in Shang- 
hai contain long circumstantial accounts 
of alleged Chinese victories at Pekin, 
Tien Tsin and Lung Chou, and the shops 
in the native quarter display for sale 
lurid pictures of the Celestial army driv- 
ing the European soldiers ig:o the sea at 
Taku.and cutting them to pieces at Tien 
Tsin. They also show pictures of the 
foreign admirals being tortured in the 
presence of the viceroys. The people ac- 
gept these reports as correctly represent- 
ing the situation and consider the reports 
of the English press as ‘“‘rerely foreign 
lies."’ 

The European community continues to 
demand the destruction of Pekin and the 
exemplary punishment of the officials, 
deeming indemnity and paper promises 
of new treaties inadequate. Undoubt- 
edly the information in detail of massa- 
cres of foreigners daily received inflames 
this sentiment. The empress dowager is 
living in the yamen at Tai Yuan Fu, in 
Shan Si province. Fifty missionaries have 
been slaughtered in that yamen under 
orders, practically in the presence of the 
viceroys. Three were beheadéd in the 
inner court and the others were killed 
barbarously in the outer courtyard. Their 
bodies were thrown to the dogs. 

The empress has ordered a commission- 
er to investigate the conduct of the 
southern viceroys who made a compact 
with the foreign consuls, and their degra- 
dation is expected. No investigation of 
the officials opposed to foreigners has 
been ordered. , 

~ Several Women Are Killed. 

The Associated Press representative 
learns from official sources the facts of 
the killing of several American women 
missionaries. At the request of the mis- 
sion board the details were withheld out 
of regard for the‘feelings of the rela- 
tives of the murdered women, but other 
prominent Americans, who have long an- 
tagonized the policy of sending women 
to isolated inland posts, think it impor- 
tant that the facts should be known. The 
names of the victims are withheld by 
request. Two of these women were cap- 
tured while attempting to leave the sta- 
tions where they were located, were led 
about the country naked, repeatedly out- 
raged and finally killed by a method too 
revolting to be described. Two other 
American women Were coming to the 
coast with a party, which a number of 
Chinamen followed and stoned. The wo- 
men fell exhausted and were taken by 
the Chinamen into the presence of the 
local officials. They were prostrated up- 
on the execution block and a feint was 
made of beheading them. One of them 
became hysterical and laughed, and think- 
ing her insane, the Chinese escorted her 
to the camst because of their superstition 
regarding the insane. On the journey, 
however, the wonmian was repeatedly 
criminally assaulted by her escort. The 
other.woman, after being exhibited naked 
for some days and suffering assault by 
several men, was tortured to death by 
the same shameful methods as were prac- 
ticed in the other case. Two Swedish 
missionary women arrived at Shanghai 
after similar experiences, except that 
their lives were spared.

The fourteen English missionaries, in- 
cluding six women and four children, 
who were murdered at Chu Chau, in the 
province of Che Kiang, according to the 
story of a Spanish priest who escaped, 
were killed ‘with hay forks and ancient 
spears by the magistrate’s body guard 
and their naked bodies were hanged from 
trees. _ 

The incidents make a lenient policy un- 
popular in’ Shanghai, where all the vic- 
tims had friends. 

Placards appeared today in all public 
places exhorting foreigners to oppose a 
compromise with the government and at- 
tacking Li Hung Chang.

County commissioners of Bibb met this 
morning and fixed the county rate of tax- 
ation this vear at $8.50 on the $1,000. Last 
vear the rate was $8.34 on the $1,000, sv 
there has been an increase this year in 
the county rate of 16 cents on the $1,000. 
The state rate this year is $5,20 on the 
$1,000, whereas last year it was $5.36. The 
state this year has decreased its rate 16 
cents on the $1,000 and as the county has 
increased its rate 16 cents on the $1,000 
the state and county rate in Bibb this 
year will be the sanie as last year. 
namely $13.70. The people of Bibb will 
therefore not have to pay any more taxes 
this year than last. The commissioners 
saw fit to increase the county rate 106 
cents because $5,000 extra has been ap- 
propriated to the public schools and there 
are other equally as necessary increased 
expenses. Bibb’s total tax returns are 
$16,427,680, so an increase of 16 cents on 
the $1,000 will bring in quite a nice sum.

SHE SWALLOWED MORPHINE. 


Mrs. Johnson Courts Death, but Is 
Still Alive. 


Macon, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Vickey Johnson, of East Macon, at- 
tempted to commit suicide this morning 
by taking morphine. About noon she was 
found by Patrolman Smallwood lying on 
the grass up against the house of Cecil 
Morgan, corner of College street and 
Washingtcn avenue. She was on the 
Washington avenue sidé. There is no 
fence along the sidewaix at this point. 
Mrs. Johrson was over a mile from her 
home. She was taken to police head- 
quarters, whére City Physician Gibson set 
to work to resuscitate her, and after long 
efforts, succeeded in saving her life. Mrs. 
Johnson said she purchased 26 cents worth 
of morphine yesterday afternoon at Good- 
wyn’s drug store, and this morning she 
started to the Vineville branch, in West 
Macon, to see @ person who owed her 
some money, and when she reached the 
College Hill pharmacy she went inside and 
asked for a drink of water, and when it 
was handed to her, she swallowed the 
morphine, unseen by any one in the store. 
She then left, and had not proceeded over 
1% yards when she commenced to be over- 
come by drowsiness, and laid down by 
Mr. Morgan's residence to die, when Po- 
iceman fmallwood discovered her and 
took her to police headquarters. 

On her person was found an unsealed 
letter written by her and dated September 
24. In it she stated that her troubles 
were .greater than she could bear, and 
ehe preferred to die by her own hand 
than to live longer in the world that 
had grown s0 weary to her. In the letter 
she disposed of her effects to various 
relatives. Her husbafid, George Johuason, 
who is gate keeper at the Bibb mills in 
East Macon, was telephoneq his wife's 
condition and he came to police head- 
quarters in great haste and anxicty.

But, slr, 
that Intention faded away against the 
malevolent influences that have pursued 
his administration and made themselves 
felt. Gradually the president changed 
front. Congress had adjourned: the treaty 
had been adopted; the stipulated price 
was paid: our armies continued fighting 
during the interregum of a congress. The 
first campaign had been a failure. An- 
other campaign has about begun. 

As Senator Wellington proceeded the 
Signs of disapproval began again to min- 
gle with the applause. There were occa- 
sional cries of “put him out.’ One voice 
yelled ‘‘Benedict Arnold,’”’ and another 
called for ‘16 to 1.” 


Referring to Porto Rico the senator 
called attention to the attitude first and 


last of the president on this subject. He 
reiterated his charge of a secret alliance 
with Great Britain. After a summary of 
other events which have led up to the 
present campaign, Mr. Wellington said: 

“Such in brief are the events which 
have leadl up to the present campaign and 
have fashioned the policy of the repub- 
lican administration under the leadership 
of President McKinley. Such has been his 
vacillating conduct and his policy. Weak 
in its nature, it is worse than that of the 
tyrant. It leads to the same end. It com- 
mits our country to the doctrine that we 
should be free oursel€es, but yet enslave 
other people. It commits the American 
republic to the English system of coloni- 
zation. I for one register my antagonism 
to this proposition. I belleve that it is 
detrimental to the bese-+ interests of our 
whole wel] being, to our financial, com- 
mercial, intellectual and social advance- 
ment. Further, I believe that it is a me- 
nace, dark and strong, to the existence 
of self-government among us.”’ 


Mr Wellington declared his conviction 


that ‘President McKinley is but the pro- |

The Philadelphia Press is inclined to 
squirm and become fidgety over the 
comments of The Constitution on the 
race riots at the north, especially at 

points where civilization has slept for 
three-quarters of a century in the same 
bed with abolitionism. We are not sur- 
prised that our contemporary should 
fret some: under the circumstances, it 

ig not only natural, but is a somewhat 
hopeful sign. 

Nevertheless, we cannot conceal from 

ourselves the fact that the heat and 
fury of The Press would bea _ far 
healthier symptom if the editor could 
be prevailed on to see the folly of the 
argument which is based on the logic 
of “you’re another.” What does that 
prove but the truth of the claim which 
The Constitution has been making all 
along—namely. that under similar 
conditions and circumstances, white 
human nature at the north is pretty 
much the same as white human nature 
at the south? Whereas, such organs as 
The Press have been trying to identify 
all southerners as lynchers, and all 
mortherners as philanthropists and 
philosophers. 

The truth is, as David Harum would 
gay, there’s as much human natur’ in 
one section as the’ is in another, if not 
more, and there seems to be considera- 
bly more in Akron than in other parts 
of the country. If the negro population 
in the Western Reserve of Ohio were 
as dense as it is in the black belt in 
Georgia, there might seem to be some 
excuse for those who made an effort 
to lynch-the negro raper. But as a 
matter of fact, although abolitionism 
was rife in that locality before the 
War, and though John Brown lived 
there it has not been a favorite resort 
for the negroes. They have not settled 
there in any large numbers and-there 
Was no danger that the negro criminal 

who created.all the excitement would 
be able to incite other negroes to fol- 
low his example. The end and aim of 
ynching is the warning which it car- 
‘Ties .to the vicious and evil-minded. 
The Akron affair seems to have had its 
origin in the bling desire of a part ot 
the white population to do "as much 
mischief as they could while they were 
about it. 

In some of its comments on this in- 
teresting outbreak in the very bosom 
of civilization, The Constitution stated 
that in no section of the country dur- 
ing the past thirty years has the fury 
of a mob been carried to such excess 
as that which characterized the wild 
and indiscriminate lawlessness mani- 
fested at Akron. This the amiable and 
courteous editor of The Press says is 
“a deliberate falsehood.” This may be 
the language of the higher civilization 
to the north of us, but it is not argu- 
ment. To give its impotent fury some 
sort of basis The Press refers to the 
case of Sam Hose, who was burned 
near Newnan, For the particulars of 
the crime committed by that brute—for 
the details which place it in a category 
by itself in the annals of crime—we 
cheerfully refer the. heated editor to 
Dr. George Hepworth, the oldest and 
most distinguished member of The 
New York Herald’s editorial staff, That

The cotton crop report) just issued by Secretary Hester, of New Or- 
leans, sustains every position taken by The Constitution throughout the 
campaign which has leq up to the result of today. ) 
in the middle of August last year, the specu- 
lative interest firmly seated in the saddle as arbiter of the market, com- 
manding the homage of press and public opinion, The Constitution an- 
tagonized the doughty knight of the bear-garden, and declared that while 
cotton was not bringing 8 cents, yet it was worth it, and if the producers 
were true to themselves they would get that figure before they would 
part with their property. There was but one obstacle—Debt, which held in 
its tentacles the other business interests of the south. If an understand- 
ing could be reached, by which mutual help could be extended, it would 
be worth tens of millions of dollars to the people. 

Immediately the answer began to make itself prominent and in the 
forefront stood one of Georgia's champion 
Truitt staked his reputation on a 9,500,000 crop, as against Neill’s 12,0V0,- 
000 estimate, His neighbor, Banker Speer, leading the way for the busi- 
ness men, declared that to the last dollar in his vaults he would help to 
carry the farmers until the price passed the 8 cent mark. The leading 
cotton growers of the country, refusing to sell, warehoused theif product 
awaiting the rise. Then the farmers of Troup. headed’ by Colonel F. M. 
Longley, determined upon an organization which should extend over the 
south, which would unite the producers. 

in answer to the appeal of The Constitution,

There are many reasons for looking for still higher prices, one of which 
is the wiping out of the cotton alleged to be held back. As a matter of 
fact, much of the product brought over in the count was unmarketable 
stuff, and only served to build up a column of figures with which to pull 
down the price. While the scheme was pretty well exposed, still it had its 
influence. Thus we entered upon last year with a nominal hold-over from 
1898-99 of 525,000 bales. This year that has been so thoroughly hammered 


that only 134,000 bales are so counted, being 79,000 mill stocks, 34,000 at 


counted interior towns and an allowance of 30,000 miscellaneous.

coming crop. which on the best authorities to be found will not exceed 
9.500.000 bales, will have 391,000 bales less held over eharged against it, 
reducing the actual status to about 9,200,000 bales.

that these troubles will be protracted. Against this sort of talk the cotton 
growers of the country should be on their guard. The Chinese still want 
cotton; the war is over, and has already given way to negotiation, and 
when the gates are thrown open, as they must be within a very short 
time, the farmer might as well have the benefit of the rush as the specu- 
lative market, which is now so anxious to secure the fruits of the reopen- 
ing Altogether there are bright times ahead of the farmer who raises cot- 
ton under such conditiong that he can afford to hold it, ang for the busi- 
ness man who will erect his mill right on the field so as to save the pick- 
ings of the middlemen and be on the ground floor for the world’s market. 
As Hester declares: “The interior on the 3lst of August was practically 
bare of cotton,” and the whole situation is in the hands of the farmer 
himself, to whom The Constitution wishes every success, after his years 


of deprivation and trial. 
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him made no reprisa!s of any kind 
whatsoever. They burned no buildings 
and they killed no innocent people. 
Taking the case of Peck as an exam- 
ple, what would have happened in 
Akron if such a crime as that com- 
mitted by Sam Hose had occurred in 
that community? Why, the town 
would have been utterly destroyed, and 
hundreds of innocent lives would have 


been sacrificed. 
The Press takes offense because The 


Constitution stated that the good and 


kind McKinley was at Canton only 
twenty miles away. Well, that was a 
mistake. The gogd and kind McKinley 
had been called to Washington, but his 
domicile, the front porch from which 
he hag been in the habit of dispensing 
maxims, moral and political, is in Can- 
ton, only twenty miles away, But, real- 
ly, the remark was intended to relieve 
to some extent the lurid nature of the 
news from Akron by suggesting a 
contrast. Here on one hand was the 
Akron mob, looting, burning and kill- 
ing innocent-people old and young, be- 
cause it could not get at a negro crim- 
inal, while on the other hand there 
(we assumed) was the good~and kind 
Mr. McKinley ‘“try{ng out” a caldron 
of maxims warranted to fit any argu- 
ment or issue. We took gome pride in 
presenting this picture of peace and 
content as a contrast to the furious 
work of the republican mob. 

Why should The Press fret and wor- 
ry over what it cannot help? What dif- 
ference does it make whether the good 
and kind McKinley was in Canton or 
Washington? And hew does it excuse 
the mob in Akron or the race riot in 
New York to say that mobs have op- 
erated elsewhere? We can understand 
the embarrassment of such newspa- 
pers as The Press, after all their horta- 
tory remarks about southern lynch- 
ings, but we cannot understand how 
they can justify these outbreaks in 
northern communities by making faces 
and displaying anger. pe 

The truth is, the “holier-than-thou” 
attitude of the republican brethren has 
left thenr nothing to fall back on when* 
conditions are such as to create 
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violence in their own sections. The 
comments of The Constitutéon on 
these outbreaks have been made for 
the purpose of reminding the censors 
and assailants of the south that if all 
our people are responsible for the 
lynchings and outbreaks that occur 
here the same judgment must be visit- 
ed on all the people of the north when 
an outbreak occurs in that section. 
And we have done this, not for the 
purpose of attacking northern civiliza- 
tion and society, but for the purpose 
of showing the wild folly of such a 
contention. 

It has been shown time and again. 
and it will be demonstrated more and 
more fully as time goes on, that there 
is more rea] and abiding friendship for 
the negro in the south than there has 
éver been at the north. We give full 
credit to the philanthropists of that 
section; but there are also philanthro- 
pists here who have no desire to have 
their names put forward pretentiously, 
and over and above these special in- 
stances there is the whole body of the 
white population which has a keen 
anxiety to forward the best interesta 
of the negroes to the end that the dark 
shadow and fear of the ravisher may 
be lifted from its women and children 
in cities and towns. and in the coun- 
try places. 

And hereafter, when such newspa- 
pers as The Philadelphia Press have 
a desire to give a fillip to southern civ- 
ilization, let them pause and ask them- 
selves if northern civilization is any 
better than it should be. 


Atlanta’s Deep Humiliation. 

If anything was needed to emphasize 
Atlanta’s deep humiliation in her city 
administration, it was furnished by 
the action of her city council yester- 
day. 

During the days when the debauch- 
ery of the city’s chief magistrate was 
confined to the cover of night and to 
the circle of those whom it did not 
offend, the general public might be ex- 
cused for holding its nose and ignoring 
the pag sto Baye! when the off 
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tion had to be taken, the good name 
of the city. rather than the effect upon 
the offending individual, became the 
issue at stake. A solemn promise of 
amendment, with a pledge of resigna- 
tion upon repetition, was given, which 
was just as solemnly, deliberately and 
repeatedly broken. Then Atlanta’s 
mayor stood pilloried before the world 
not only as 4 slave to drink, but as a 
man whose word was not worth the 
breath of its utterance. “As if this 
were not bad enough, it was fol- 
lowed by events, the annoyance of 
which has never been printed. Into the 
presence of the council chamber itself 
this objectionable character was ¢ar- 
ried; a suggested impeachment which 
no one believeqd would ever material- 
ize; another promise discounted by its 
broken predecessor; the passing over 
of an apparent malfeasance in office 
under the excuse that it was commit- 
ted in drunkenness, and thus Atlan- 
ta’s mayor stands marked before the 
whole world. 

Mercy, so much talked of, is for the 
individual. Justice to the city’s inter- 
est is what is demandeg from the offi- 
cial. The mayor of a city has no more 
right to be drunk on duty than has the 
captain of a ship at sea nor the colonel 
of a regiment on the firing line. In 
these cases the individual and all that 
appertains to him is lost in the officer; 
and the officer who offends against du- 
ty offends against the lives of those 
whose interests are confided to him. A 
man .who can sign such a Dill as one 
brought to the attention of council, 
can sign another from which the city 
will suffer, and thus we will have safe- 
ty neither for public nor private inter- 
est, 

For three months more, therefore, 
the city will have to suffer from its 
worse than headless condition, We can 
have no guarantee that the city’s busl- 
ness will be cared for by a clear head 
upon the shoulders of its chief execu- 
tive; nor even that the action will be 
fis at all. Enough has been admitted 
to justify this statement, and the situ- 
ation is certainly sufficiently serious 
to justify the raising of a ecquncil of 
public safety to see that the city’s af- 
fairs do not suffer from intoxicated in- 
competence. 
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Grand Army Folly. 

The objections made to the school- 
books used in the south can only ‘be 
designated as Grand Army folly. 

Of course the veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic are entitled to 
their views concerning education as 
well as every other subject, but when 
they would force these views upon 
others they simply make themselves 
ridiculous and lend their influence to 
the creation of irritation among the 
people of the union. The people of the 
south surrendered all they had that 
was physical in the war between the 
states, but history, which stands out- 
side of physical control, has her own 
mission to perform, from which she 
will not be diverted even by the ap- 
pearance of a man wearing a G. A. R. 
button. It may be very inconsiderate in 
history to be so stubborn, but such is 
the fact and it might as well be recog- 
nized first,as last. 

This whole subject was well handled 
by the venerable Dr. M. B. Palmer, of 
New Orleans, in his address before the 
confederate veterans in Louisville, He 
depicted the two arenas upon which 
every struggle has to be fought—the 
one physical, whose success is for the 
period, and in which the Right is as 
apt to be defeated as to be victorious— 
the other historical, where posterity 
becomes the witness and the judge, 
and where the physical victory is often 
reversed, The battaliong may win on 
the field.of battle, but the eterna] prin- 
ciples of truth will win the ultimate 
triumph in history. 

Therefore these men of contracted 
caliber who think they can control 
history by a military maneuver will 
Only have their labor for their pains.

The Passing of Idols. 

Editor Constitution—When the astronomer 
offered his telescope for the dogmatic church- 
man to see Saturn’s moons, the latter declined, 
lest, seeing them, his faith in his superstitions 
should be shaken. The bigoted will not only 
not see themselves, but they don’t want others 
to see. 

There has been apparent among Grand Army 
men a growing fear not only as to posterity’s 
opinion of their cause, but also as to that of 
the living age. And wel] might there be. 

While there were defects in the south’s sys- 
tem of slavery, it was a natural connection 
between the mental superiority of the white 
man and the inferiority of the black. Time 
would have found a peaceful remedy for its 
shortcomings. England today governs the in- 
ferior races in her colonies, allowing them no 
hand in the governing. 

But while there has been antagonism between 
opposing opinions, every individual is a creature 
of environment. Had Washington been proper- 
ly trained he might have been a loyal citizen; 
he might have marched through the rebel’s 
country burning and destroying, leaving deso- 
lation in his path. Sherman might have been 
a rebel: he might have tried to shoot the 
government to death; he might have led his 
friends in armed rebellion; he might have 
surrendered at last and been deprived of his 
political rights; negroes, British and Hessians 
might have reconstructed and administered the 
government. ‘ 

Lee might have triumphed as a British gen- 
eral at Yorktown, and Grant, after being in 
colonial rebellion for years, might bave been 
overpowered by him. 

But as long as the tallest monument in the 
world is to commemorate the glory of a rebel 
and a slaveholder, there id no room for any- 
thing anti-American to get a permanent foot- 
hold. The successful patriots did not find it 
necessary to be finding excuses for thelr 
cause. It was open to theeworld. They did not 
begin to mingle with negroes in the churches 
and then give it up because it would not work. 
No civil rights laws were enacted to be knock- 
ed out by a-supreme court. .There was ng 
hatred and revenge to cause the people to 
run into wild madness. 

While the rebel troops protest agaifist their 
children being taught that they were criminals, 
they are resting very easy watching the work- 
ings of backacting theory. They have seen 
many negroisms commenced only to be drop- 
ped: they have seen civil rights advocated and 
have seen the advocates deprive negroes of 
their legal rights; they have seen much that 
could be expected from a blind lunatic bent 
on making a show. They see that the south 
represents the American plan for placing the 
negro. They see that all Americans are com- 
ing to see the same, 

While I am on this theme, I will state my 
position on our flags. Old glory is ours by 
inheritance. Like a Bible that belonged to 
the family, an elder brother seizes it and in 
its name worships strange gods; the younger 
brother, to have a Bible, gets another and 
uses it just the same as he did the last one; 
the elder brother repenting, the old Bible is 
brought back to itg place of honor; the other 
was laid aside. So with the stars and stripes 
and the stars and bars. Looking back on the 
pathway of time, I see two twin pillars, one 
is evolution, the other is rebellion; thd 
keystone is surmounted by a single banner; 
om one side the stripes, the other the bars, 
on both the stars. 

This expression does not include a survey 
of the recent inroads on the people of the 
Philippine islands, that question not affecting 
the foregoing. 

My theme calls for an heroic poem. Let it 
come from the mouth of a son of an abolition- 
ist. Have him repeat his father’s reproof for 
hig not hating rebels and for his not loving 
negroes; then the son’s reply, his summing up 
of the rebels Washington and Lee, the grandeur 
of the silliness of the negrophiles and the 
gradual turn of all of them from their idols of 
the dark age to the clear light of day.

Editer Constitution—As I feel an inclination 
to say a few things to the people at home, and 
The Constitution has tne largest circulation, 
will send you a few lines. Our trip is a little 
different from that of regular American tour 
ists, as we are taking our trip on wheels to 
see how the common people live. 

From a landing at beautiful Bremen, Ger- 
mény, we wheeled to Hamburg; and in Ger- 
many we found the steadiest, hardest working 
and probably the most reliable people in all 
Europe. They are the people that good old 
Georgia needs to make prosperous every ham- 
let in the Empire State of the South. And on 
our tour to Berlin and to Frankfort on Main 
we find the same sturdy, thrifty (beer drink- 
irg) people. 

The country roads in Germany are as good 
as the best streets of most of our cities, and 
as a result the peopie get the fruit of their 
labor to market, either with the fat horses, 
tha milch cows, or even the yard dog hitched 
to a wagon. Not at all uncommon is it there 
to see two milch covs hitched to a heavy load 
of hay and behind that tied two other wagons 
similarly loaded. 

Such roads traversing the southland would 
be worth untold millions to our people and 
would be a better thing for cur government 
than government cwnership of railroads. No 
fences are used but ditches ‘ake their place. 

The present emp2ror of Germany is greatly 
be.oved by his people, who all seem enthusi- 
astic admirers of his fine qualities. 

Even in the vountry every y seems well 
educeted for their station nd quite intelli- 
gent. We all fell in love with Germany and 
the Germans and invited many of them to 
ceme to Georgia ‘to live. 

Quite a contrast is Belgium, andi we left 
Prarce with few regrets, though the Paris ex- 
position is grand. During the last few days 
in Paris that beautiful, giddy city, we found 
everytody ready to catch Ameriéans for suck- 
ers. But Americans and English.nem are few- 
er than one would expect to find. 

Nothing so increases the love of the United 
States and so endsars the folds of ‘‘old glory’’ 
fiying to the breeze as to spend a few days 
on the European continent and watch and 
study the lives of this foreign people. And as 
an American I think it ts fair to say that a 
week in London is ‘ar preferable to twice the 
time in ‘‘gay Parts."’ 

But Uncle Sam's country beats all the world 
in meny, many ways.

It goes chiefly to Japan, whee 
the present time our cotton {s competing 
formidably with the raw Product from 
China. In China we are competing with 
Japan in the sale of our manufactured 
cotton goods. It is a rather curious sit. 
uation, one may say, promising profit 
both ways to yankee producers. India 
and southern Russia buy our cotton he. 
cause of its superior quality. and on this 
account {t has driven out the Chinese 
cotton to a considerable extent in Japan 
within the last four or five years not. 
withstanding the fact that it coste more 
It is by making the freight route con 
tinuous across the United States and 
Pacific ocean, as it were. with a com- 
paratively low transportation rate that 
the new steamship line exnects to make 
profitable the carrying of wheat from 
the middle west to China and Japan. 
The idea at first entertained was to 
construct comparatively small and swift 
vessels, which should he able to convey 
perishable agricultural products to ortent- 
al markets in the shortest possible time, 
This plan was rejected, however, and 
provision for the preservation of such 
products during tt® passage will be made 
by the introd'etion of cold storage ap- 
paratus on a large scale in the hold of 


each ship. ammonia gas being utilized 


for refrigeration. In this manner our 
fruits and doubtless considerable quanti- 
ties of our vegetables will be delivered 
in a fresh condition on the other side 
of the Pacific.

We sent about 1,200,000 barrels of wheat 
flour to China, Hong Kong and Janan tn 
1899. The bulk of it went to Hong Kong— 
a bieat entrepot through which American 
gccds of various kinds are distributed 
over a large part of China and the archi- 
pelagoes of the southern Pacific. I may 
mention incidentally that some of our 
wheat is now being milled in Japan and 
Chira. Next after raw cotton our most 
important export to the orient is kerosene 
ofl, of which we shipped to that part of 
the world last year about 74,000,000 gal- 
Icns. In the last decade our exports of 
kercsene to the east have much more 
than doubled. 

We sent to China and Hong Kong last 
year $50,000 worth of condensed milk, for 
which there is a growing demand in that 
part of the world. The Chihese have 
taken to it with avidity, eating it as a 
sveetmeat, and regarding it as a great 
delicacy. For cur eggs and butter, too, 
4 market is springing up in those ports, 
ard it seems t offer attractive possibill- 
ties. The patriotic American hen may 
yet lay the basis of an important trade in 
ths orient. Foreigners criticise unfavor- 
atly our methods of shipping eggs, claim- 
ing that the crat2s we use for the pur- 
pose are unsuitable and cause nreakage. 
If they are correct, we shall soon find 
it cut and do better.

Seventy-five per cent of our exports to 
Hong Kong are farm products. Last year 
we shipped to that port over $4,000 
worth of wheat flour, £46,830 worth of can- 
ned fruit, $20,841 worth of beans and peas, 
$9,026 worth of green or ripe apples, $44 
worth of canned vegtables, $3,398 worth of 
potatoes and $6,503 worth of butter. These 
figures will afford an illustration of the 
opportunity for the sale of vegetables and 
other farm stuff which ts furnished by & 
foreign colony in the orient. At present 
we sell twice as much to Hong Kong 4&8 
we did ten years ago, and there is every 
picspect of a rapid increase in the trade 
in the near future, especially when our 
trar-spacific steimers are provided with 
refrigerating outfits for the transport of 
rerishable merchandise. Our total ez- 
perts to China, apart from Hong Kong, 
have risen from $2,791,128 in 188) to $4- 
493,440 In 1899.

To sum up, our trade across the Pacifie 
is growing at a wonderful rate and holds 
out most flattering prospects for the fu 
ture. The sugar producers of the Ha 
waiian islands took to us today for all 
they consume, except sugar. They even 
buy their vegetables on cur Pacifie coast 
A large part of the cotton preduced in oUF 


scuthern states finds a market around the. 


many parts of China. Lately we have 
been furnishing ties for the raflroads of 
Asia. Canned goods from our packing 
hevees are going to China and Japan in 
large quantities, and ths wheat grower 
of the middle west will soon have 4 mar 
ket in the orient. 

The steamships that carry our gnods 
Asiatic countries will return not empty 
but laden with valuable cargoes. 
within a few years from the present time 
the commerce between the United States 
and the far east will have attained dl- 
rrensions of which as yet we can / 
form an adequate conception. What we 
are now beholding is merely the dawn of 
a new condition of things, which is de 
tined to bring an unprecedented prosper 
ity.

Recorder Broyles Imposed a Fine on 
Porter of Fifty Dollars. 


POLICE SAY HOTELS MUST BE PROTECTED 


Porter Made No Statement, but 
Pleaded Guilty to Disorderly 
Conduct—Paid the Fine.

Recorder Broyles investigated the case 
or RR. T-: Porter, of Meridian, yesterday 
afternoon, the police having taken him 
in charge upon allegations made by Miss 
Colistia Morritz, also of Meridian. The 
young girl had told the officers of the 
law a very sensational story of about 


“i Porter had deceived and mistreated 
er. 


Officer Boone stated that Porter and 
the woman arrived from Meridian on an 
excursion train and the man went to 
Folsom's hotel, where he registered him- 


“The girl told us,” stated the officer, 
“that she came thinking Porter would 
treat her kindly, and that when he at- 
tempted to force hisgway into her room 
she called for help. Captain Jennings 
had the young man locked up and placed 
an officer at the girl’s room, so she 
could not get away.” 

Captain Jennings made a similar state- 
ment, Saying he did not know what there 
was in the affair and thought it best 
for the matter to be investigated in 
court. 

“We could not tell who was stating the 
truth,’ said the captain, ‘“‘the girl say- 
ing she had been badly treated, and the 
man alleging that the woman was not 
what she represented herself to be. I 
think the hotels in this ctfy should be 
protected. They are imposed upon by 
such cases as this.”’ 

Attorney Langley, who represented Por- 
ter, cross-questioned the witnesses. 

Miss Morritz was in court and made a 
statement. She said that she came to 
Atianta with Porter thinking he would 
treat her nicely, and that when he went 
to her room, after registering as man 
and wife without her knowledge, she was 
forced to appeal to the police for protec- 
tion. 

When the attorney asked her how she 
made a living and why she and her 
mother were made to move from a cer- 
tain residenee in Meridian, Miss., Miss 
Morritz declined to answer the questions. 

She smiled several times while the case 
was being tried and the matter seemed to 
be highly amusing to her. 

Attorney Langley stated, in behalf of 
his client, that he had several witnesses 
in court, men who lived in Meridian, 
who would testify that Miss Morritz’s 
character did not bear the best of reputa- 
tions. 

“But we dislike to drag all of this in,”’ 
stated the attorney, ‘‘and will not do 
so if it can be avoided. My client pleads 
guilty to the charge of disorderly con- 
duct. He has acted indiscreetly. We 
can show that he is a man of good char- 
acter. We merely ask the court to look 
at the case from a common sense stand- 
point when fixing a fine.’’ 

Porter made no statement. 

Recorder Broyles imposed a fine of $60, 
which was paid. 

Porter is a conductor on the Alabama 
and Vicksburg railroad. Both he and 
Miss Morritz left for Meridian last night.

WEDDING KEPT 
CLOSE SECRET 


Names of Contracting Parties Not 
biven Out 


PREACHER IN THE SECRET 


Wedding at Minister’s Home at 3 
O’clock in the Morning—Police 
Looked Into Affair—Couple 
Said To Be of High 
Social Standing. 


A wedding occurred in Atlanta Tues- 
day morning at 8 o'clock at the home 
of a minister about which there is the 
utmost secrecy. The hotel which the 
couple left to get married declines to 
reveal any names; the ordinary who is- 
sued the license is said to have prom- 
ised not to give out names just yet; 
and the preacher’ who performed the 
ceremony In his home agreed to keep the 
affair secret for a while. 

The police heard of the affair by seeing 
a cab moving through the streets with a 
couple late at night and the vehicle was 
watched by an officer when it went to 
the minister’s house and when it left. 

The young lady was leaving home to 
visit friends or relatives in another city 
and must have met the young man at 
the hotel. 

The police went so far as to have the 
gatekeeper at the depot watch the young 
lady’s ticket to ascertain to what place 
she was going. 

Through the police The Constitution 
heard of the marriage. 

The couple left the Kimball house about 
3 o'clock Tuesday night and drove in a 
cab to the residence of Rev. Mr. Wilmer, 
the new pastor of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
church. There they were married. 
Tuesday morning the young lady left on 
a train for Knoxville, and the young 
man is said to have gone in another di- 
rection. 

The story of the wedding got out by 
reports from the police and yesterday 
The Constitution endeavored to get the 
facts about the marriage. 

The. night clerks at the Kimball de- 
clined to give any names, stating that 
the couple had enjoined secrecy until 
the young lady could finish her visit and 
return to Atlanta. 
Ordinary Hulsey was reached by tele- 
phone and he said that he could not 
give out the names, as he did not recol- 
lect them. The reporter had been in- 
formed that the ordinary had been seen 
and he had promised not to put the 
names on his records where they would 
be public—that is, not quite yet. 
Preacher Bound to Secrecy. 
The reporter called at the residence of 
Rev. Mr. Wilmer. 
“I married a couple here,’’ said the 
minister, ‘‘at 3 o'clock this morning, but 
I was drawn into a promise of secrecy 
and I cannot honorably divulge, the 
names of the contracting parties. I have 
written to the young lady and have 
urged upon her the necessity of writing 
to her parents at once. There was an- 
other young lady present and I think 
she was the one who asked me to keep 
the marriage. secret.”’ 
Mr. Wilmer could not be induced to 
give out the names. He said he learned 
they were people of high social stand- 
ing. 
The young lady resides in Atlanta, but 
the young man is a resident of another 
city in Georgia. Both she and he are said 
to belong to the best families in the 
state. 
The reason ascribed for keeping the 
affair a secret” was because the young 
lady was going off on a visit and did not 
care for the matter to become public 
until she returned home. 
Officer Meeks followed the cab to the 
preacher’s residence and he stated last 
night that he was detailed to see what 
was going on and that the couple, when 
they came from the house, passed so 
close to him that’ he could have touched 


them. 

Where the Young Lady Went. 
Officer Gloer, whose beat is around the 
Kimball house, stated that he saw the 
couple when they went to the depot 
and that he got'a gatekeeper to watch 
the lady’s ticket to see where she was 
going. 

“The gate man told me,” stated Officer 
Gloer, ‘“‘that the young lady went to 
Knoxville on a railroad pass.”’ 

It is not known where the young man 
went. He is said to be a merchant at 
Americus. 

The marriage has certainly been kept 
remarkably secret, not only the hotel 
people and the ordinary being prevailed 
upon not to give out the mes, but 
even the preacher himself ng into 
the plan of secrecy. 

Weddings at 3 o'clock in the morning 
are rare affairs, but when they are 
guarded §ith such secret care as the 
one Tuesday night the matter becomes 
romantically sensational. 

Just who the couple are will probably 
be known in a few days, as the letter 
from the preacher to the young lady 
may result in the whole affair being 


made public.

MAY FIX COUNTY 
TAX RATE TODAY 


—_—_—_— 


County Commissioners Will Hold Reg- 
ular Session This Morning. 


RATE NOW IS $3.74 ON $1,000 


Commissioner Walter Brown in Fa- 
vor of Material Reduction. 


IMPROVEMENTS AGGREGATE $28,000 


Judge Rosser, Chairman of Board, 
Thinks Present Rate Sufficient 
To Run County for Year. 


This morning, beginning at 10 o’clock, 
the regular monthly meeting of the board 
of county commissioners will be held. 
One of the most important matters that 
is expected to come up for considera- 
tion will be the fixing of the tax rate 
for 1900. 

The present tax rate is $3.74 on the 
$1,000, and whether or not this is to be 
lowered, raised or kept the same, will 
doubtless be settled some time this morn- 
ing. It is customary for the commis- 
sioners to fix this rate at the first meet- 
ing of the board following the fixing of 


the state tax rate by the state authori- 
ties. 


The state tax rate is now $5.20 on the 
$1,000, a reduction of 16 cents having 
been made on the rate of last year. This 
was determined several weeks ago, and 
in the meantime the commissioners have 
“been figuring with a view to arranging 
the county rate. 

Commissioner Walter R. Brown, who is 
chairman of the finance committee, which 
is one of the most important committees 
of the board, is in favor of reducing the 
rate for Fulton county. He has de- 
clared that this reduction can be made, 
stating that it was possible if the vari- 
ous departments of the county, particu- 
larly that of public works, were con- 
ducted upon a more economical basis. 


Would Reduce Expenses. 


He is positive that a reduction of this 
kind would, if properly made, save some 
money that might be directed into other 
channels of work and improvement with- 
out injuring the department in the least. 
One of the plans is to have one large 
squad of hands instead of three or four. 
There would then be a smaller number of 
guards needed and a saving in the way 
of salaries could thus be accomplished. 

Commissioner E. B, Rosser, chairman 
of the board, is in favor of keeping the 
rate as it is, In view of the fact that 
there are. a number of needed improve- 
ments contemplated this year, while no 
special levies have been made to raise 
the money to carry them out. 

The old courthouse is to be remodeled 
at an expense of $10,000; It is contemplat- 
ed to build an addition to che county tax 
collector's office at an expenditure of 
$3,000, while the yearly salary list of the 
Inspectors of roads and briages aggregates 
$8,000. The county will be called upon to 
pay $4,000 for its share of the expense of 
rebuilding the Roswell bridge over the 
Chattahoochee river, which connects Ful- 
ton with Cobb county, and the expense of 
furnishing a new courthouse will prob- 
ably be in the neighborhood of $3,000, 
Improvements Aggregate $28,000. 


The total of these contemplated expen- 
ditures is $28,000. It is probable, how- 
ever, that much of this money may be 
secured from payments by corporations 
owing back taxes, but this cannot be 
counted upon. There are now several 
suits of this character pending in the 
courts, If the county is successful in its 
contentions some thousands of dollars will 
doubtless be added to the treasury, but in 
the event it fs not successful, the money 
for these Improvements must come from 
other sources. 

Last year the tax digest showed a to- 
tal of $50,737,124 of taxable property that 
had been givenin. With the rate $3.74 on 
the $1,000 this amount yielded $189,756.94, 
Even this large sum was not sufficient to 
run the county, but there were other 
sources from which money was derived 
that brought in enough to more than pay 
all expenses. It takes about $200,000 each 
year to run Fulton county, 

This year the tax digest shows taxable 
property worth $50,648,412. At the present 
rate of taxation this would bring in 
$189,425.06, which is only a few hundred 
dollars less than the amount derived 
from the tax levy last year. 

It fis probable that the matter, if it is 
taken up this morning, will cause con- 
siderable discussion. There are a num- 
ber of matters that are expected © come 
up for consideration, and the session to- 
day will be an important une.

COUNCIL RELAXES 
AFTER HARD WORK 


Little Was Done at Session Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


RAILWAYS DO NOT PAY YET 


Alderman Johnson’s Ordinance Was 
Referred to His Committee. 


MAKES THE COMPANIES SUBJECT TO TAX 


Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany Sent a CommunfYcation to 
Council. 


The ordinance of Alderman Johnson 
which seeks to make the street railway 
companies of Atlanta subject to the terms 
of the general railway ordinance, adopted 
August 22, 1899, was yesterday afternoon 
referred by council to the committee on 
electric and other railways, of which 
Alderman Johnson is chairman. 

This was done upon the motion of Al- 
derman Welch, and the author of the or- 
dinance evidently believed that the object 
in referring was to cause delay. The gen- 
eral street railway ordinance provides 
that the street car companies are to pay 
the city 5 per cent of thelr gross earn- 
ings when a change is miade in the systen# 
ot either company. 

The adoption of the Johnson ordinance 
would cause an increase in the city’s 
revenue of about $35,000 per annum. 

The Johnson ordinance was introduced 
at the session of council which occurred 
two weeks ago. At thac time it was not 
adépted, but was read once and then laid 
upon the table until the meeting of yes- 
terday afternoon, It was to have been 
read the second time yesterday, and the 
opinion was that it would be adopted, but 
Alderman Welch moved its reference to 
the committee or electric and other rail- 
ways, and council thought it should go 
there, 

The matter was first brought to the at- 
tention of council during the first part of 
the meeting, when a communication upon 
the subject was read from the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company. 


Text of the Communication, 


The communication was as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., Beptember 4, 1900.—Honorable 
Mayor and General Council, City of Atlanta.— 
Gentlemen: Referring to the proposition in- 
troduced and now pending before you, declar- 
ing the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
subject to the general ordinance of 1899 be- 
cause of the lengthening of a turnout on Geor- 
gia avenue, we respectfully submit the follow- 
ing: 

The single track on Georgia avenue from 
South Pryor street to L. P. Grant park had 
a switch or turnout between Fraser and Reed 
streets. This single track line being a long 
one and said turnout a short one, the increase 
of traffic and headway of cafs rendered it in- 
sufficient and caused much delay in the meet- 
ing and passing of cars, causing great public 
inconvenience, 

It has for years been the custom of the city 
to grant with the franchise for a track the 
right to make necessary switches and turnouts. 
The latter is an incident to and necessary 
for the former. All companies have so acted 
heretofore; have put in, taken out and changed 
switches, as made necessary by travel or 
change of schedule, and no suggestion has ever 
been made by anyone in so doing these com~- 
panies have acted without authority. Some 
lines have run on hourly schedules. In ..every 
change increasing the schedules to thirty min- 
utes, to fifteen minutes and to seven minutes, 
it has been necessary to double the number of 
turnouts. To do so is a right under the origl- 
nal grant. ‘ 

This company, acting in good faith, and un- 
der precedents of former years in such mat- 
ters, and under its grants, applied to and 
received from the commissioner of public 
works a permit to excavate on Georgia avenue 
for the purpose of making the change in said 
turnout. Having operated said Georgia avenue 
line for many years and not asking for any 
new line or double track line, but only desiring 
the better facility for the meeting and pass- 
ing of cars on said line, it did not occur to 
fhe company to ask or obtain a grant of fran- 
chise from the mayor and general council for 
the extension of an already existing turnout, 
or that such grant was or is necessary. The 
old turnout was 186 feet long and the extension 
of the same 6!1| feet in length. 

Under the permit obtained, the company pro- 
ceeded with the work and heard no objection 
from anyone until the work was nearly com- 
pleted. No one having knowledge of street 
railroad operation would claim that the ex- 
tension made was not .proper and for the bet- 
ter aceommodation of the public travel. After 
the tiles and track for the extension had been 
laid and the work nearly completed, except 
replacing the pavement, Alderman Day, chair- 
man of the committee on streets, raised an 
objection. On learning of this objection, Mr. 
W. H. Glenn, our assistant superintendent, 
to whom the -permit had been issued, and 
who had charge of the work, together with Mr. 
John B. Goodwin, one of our attorneys, met 
and conferred with Alderman Day and Judge 
Anderson, city attorney, in regard to the mat- 
ter, and under the explanation given Alder- 
man Day and Judge Anderson as to how the 
work was done, we understood that every- 
thing was satisfactory, and were advised by 
them to proceed to relay the pavement and 
adjust it to the extension, which we did in a 
proper manner.

“GLOOMY IN MANY SECTIONS 


BURKHARDT JS IN 
THE TOWER AGAIN 


Was Brought Back to Atlanta Yester- 
day Morning. 


HIS BONDSMEN WANTED HIM 


Had Been Convicted in Case Involv- 
ing Some Greengoods Business. 


SAYS HE NEVER INTENDED TO RUN AWAY 


The Case Created Lively Sensation 
Last Spring—He Makes a State- 
ment to Constitution. 


A deputy sheriff brought from Birming- 
ham yesterday morning at 11 o’clock B. C. 
Burkhardt. the attorney who was con- 
victed of larceny in a transaction involv- 
ing some alleged green goods business. 

Burkhardt had been tried and convicted, 
and pending a motion for a new trial 
he gave bond and left the city. One of 
his bondsmen caused him to be re-arreat- 
ed. The motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled about eight weeks ago. 

The prisoner disclaims any intention to 
be a fugitive from justice, and states that 
he intended to return when his case was 
decided by the supreme court. He says 
he believed the case was to be carried 
up when the motion for a new trial 
was Overruled and was surprised when he 
learned that he was to be brought back 
by his bondsmen. 

The Burkhardt case caused a sensation 
last February and much was. published 
about it. 

He was arrested on an accusation on 
February 17th sworn out by George Davis. 
a barber, on the charge of larceny after 
trust. 

Davis claimed that he had been induced 
by Burkhardt to send a large sum of 
money to a man tin Chattanooga to be 
invested and that he lost all of his money. 

Burkhardt denied that he had done 
anything of the sort. He admitted that 
he had given Davis the name of a man 
in Chattanooga who had green goods for 
sale and stated that Davis knew as much 
about the business as he did. 

The case went against Burkhardt. 

The prisoner was seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution. He said he had been 
to Lirmingham and at work and had no 
idea of running away. 

“T was first arrested by Davis,” he 
stated. “I knew of a man in Chattanooga 
who had counterfeit money for sale. Davis 
and myself sent on about $200 and re- 
ceived $525 In good money. It mav have 
been a bait. Later Davis sent on $250 and 
lost it all. He also sent on a check for 
$100 which was not good. IT did not know 
the man in Chattafooga any more than 
did Davis. TI had written to the 
and when I told Davis about the 
g00ds he went into the business 
me.’’ 

Burkhardt will probably be held until 
his case is decided by the supreme court 
if an appeal is taken. If not then he will 
have to be senteficed by the court. He 
is a married man and has a wife and cne 
child living in Atlanta.

WOODWARD COMMENCES 


Continued from First Page. 


He reformed and became an honorable 
good citizen, such as any city should be 
proud of. We all know of the service he 
has given Atlanta, of his twelve years 
of faithfulness and efficiency, and I chal- 
lenge any man in this council today to 
find any one who has done more for our 
city than this man. 

“He was elected to the mayoralty of 
Atlanta. The hefght of the office made 
him dizzy. It was More than he could 
stand. Men were trying to debauch him, 
to get him under their influence and 
finally he fell. We, his friends, went to 
him and pleaded with him. We told him 
what he should be to Atlanta and of the 
disgrace he had brought upon himself. 

“But he was not strong enough yet 
and he fell again. ‘Then he fell again 
and again. We know how he has been 
hounded down and held up before the 
people for his faults and his weaknesses. 
Now this man, made strong by his deter- 
mination and his resolution, comes to us 
and he says ‘I have done wrong. I have 
wronged you, wronged the people whom 
I serve, wronged myself. I am sorry; I 
will wrong no more.’ 

“What, shall we then say what God 
would not say to him? Shall we say, 
‘Go, there is no charity in my heart for 
you?’ Do you suppose that if this man 
went down on his Knees before his God, 
and acknowledged the wrong he had 
committed and promised by the strength 
that God would give him that he would 
reform, do you suppose that he would 
arise unforgiven? 

“Are we greater than God? Are we 
more than divine? Dare we do what the 
Savior would not have done? 

“I am afraid some of my friends in 
council do not know of the degradation 
that follows an impeachment. To be im- 
peached is worse than being a convict. 
An impeachment deprives a man of his 
citizenship, it takes away his vote, in 
addition to turning him out of his office 
and branding him before his people. I 
expect some day to die, and I expect to 
hear the judgment of my Savior, and so 
help me God I don’t want it laid against 
my record that I had not charity enough 
in this heart to forgive an erring broth- 
or.” 

A Business Proposition. 

After the address of Councilman Parks, 
Councilman Grady secured the floor for 
the second time to correct an impression, 
He stated that he did not intend coun- 
cilmen to get the impression that there 
had been a charge of dishonesty about 
coal contract. He said he believed 
the mayor to be honest, although unfit 
for his office. 

“Another matter,” continued Council- 
man Grady, “in which the councilmen 
appear to have been misled is concern- 
ing the effect of an impeachment. The 
impeachment of the mayor would not 
necessarily mean his disfranchisement.”’ 

“IT think the councilman 
about that,”’ said Councilman Parks. 

“No, I am not,” rejoined Councilman 
Grady. “An impeachment for a felony 
carries with it disfranchisement, 


with felony. I would like to hear from 
the city attorney on the point.” 

Judge Anderson stated that 
chisement was not necessary, 
even where only a misdemeanor 
was charged. The city code, he _ said, 
provides as a punishment turning out of 
office and disfranchisement, either or 
both. 

“T did not know,” continued Council- 
man Grady, “that we were coming here 
to a prayer meeting. 

“This is not a quéstion of forgiving 
the mayor. It is a business proposition. 
The mayor is simply not fitted for. his 
office and should be turned out.» There 
is not a business man in Atlanta who 
would retain a clerk in his employ, 
particularly a head clerk, and al- 
low him to sign checks, ie 
was a drunkard. He would be very apt 
to discharge him after the first offense 
had been committed, but he certainly 
would not keep him after the third, 
fourth and many other similar offenses 
had been committed. 

“No, it is not a question of charity 
or religion. It is simply a business prop- 
osition, and we owe it to the people to 
put this man out of office.”’ 

Coal Contract Explained. 

Alderman Johnson, who until this 
juncture had remained silent, took the 
floor to correct Councilman Grady. 

“Councilman Grady forgets when he 
speaks of the mayor signing checks,”’ 
said Alderman Johnson, “that all the 
checks are carefully made out in the 
comptroller’s office and the only thing 
the mayor does is to put his signature 
upon them. If there is one paper that 
he could sign when drunk without doing 
a particle of harm to any one, it is one 
of the city’s checks. Frequently he does 
not know what they are foer.’’ 

Alderman Johnson then explained 
briefly about the coal contract. He said 
the city had purchased for the use of 
the waterworks fifty cars of coal at a 
certain price and made a contract by 
which it was possible to obtain fifty 
more at the same price.

Declares that Transfer Company

A trunk Is the central figure in a suit 
for $500 damages which was filed in the 
city court yesterday by Miss Annie L.

She avers 
that the trunk was to have been at the 
depot not later than 12:30 o’clock. 

When that time arrived, however, so 
she declares, the transfer company had 
not delivered the trunk and she made a 
demand upon them for it. Time passed 
and t train was about to leave. Still 
no sigh of the trunk. Then the con- 
ductor was acquainted with the situa- 
tion and he agreed to hold the train 
five minutes. These five minutes passed 
and no trunk having arrived, so she says. 
she was compelled to proceed without it. 

An important engagement made it im- 
perative, so the petition sets out, that 
she should leave, having purchased her 
ticket and made all arrangements for the 
journey. On the following day she asked 
for her’trunk, and Miss Reese says in 
her petition that one of the employees 
of the transfer company acknowledged 
the mistake made and agreed to send 
the trunk by express, charges prepaid, 
to Turin, where she then was. 

She waited in Turin all of that day, 
but no trunk came. On July 5th she 
again asked for her trunk, she says, but 
this time, to quote the petition, ‘“‘the 
defendant positively refused to express it 
prepaid.””

The corn market showed strength, but it was 
se‘ling ef September by commission houses 
which gave the appearance of being for the 
acccunt of the leading bull. We believe con- 
Siderable caution should be exerted in the 
selling for this month or next, as the stock 
here being so light renders these months 
eatily susceptible to manipulation. The crop 
has so far advanced that in case very cold 
weather should be witnessed but little harm 
could result. We favor sales-of the deferred 
months on all hard spots. 

Oats have been heavy and closed weak. Lo- 
ca: sentiment is inclined .o be bearish, ahd 
no doubt purchases can be made at lower 
prices. 

Provisions have showed strength. Shipments 
of lerd and meats have been heavy while the 
strergth in September ribs today gave evidence 
of the derfand that prevails for them. Selling 
at a premium over October at the close.

WAS BUOYANT 


Jue fo Rumors of Declaration 
of Large Dividend, 


BEARS RAN THE STOCK UP 


Helped Some of the Other Specialties. 
The Railroad List as a Whole 
Continued Much Neglected. 
The Steel Group Was 
Very Dull. 


New York, September 4.—The fever in Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining stock, which has been un- 
dergoing a process of careful nursing for sev- 
eral weeks past, broke into a crisis today, as 
is not unusual on the eve of dividend actipn 
on this stock. For several weeks there was 
extensive buying of Sugar stock, but the ma- 
nipulation to advance the price’ which ac- 
companied the buying aroused the suspicions of 
the sapient professionals, who turned bears. 
Toéay. there was a rumor that the directors 
had determined to put the stock on an annual 
divicend basis of 8 per cent by declaring a 


quarterly dividend of 2 per cent, and the 
bears ran the stock up 5% points with their 
eager demands for 1,000, 1,500 and 2,000 
share lots. The price sagged off a point. but 
stiffered again to about the best at the close. 
This buoyant result ‘n rugar helped some of 
the other enecialists which. had been under 
presevre In the morning, the early declines in 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, Manhattan and Met- 
ropolitan being more than recovered. Peo- 
ple’s Gas also, which came? next to Sugar 
in point of activitv. recovered a point of its 2% 
reint break. but fell away egain in the final 
dealirgs. The war of gas rates in Chicago 
aceounted for its weakness. American Steel 
end Wire also rot hack to the ton at 1% over 
Fridav’s price after its early movement had 
arrerentiv nroved atortive. The steel groun 
as a whole failed to respond and in Tennessee 
Coal and National Steel there was not a single 
enle during the dav. The rame was true of 
Reek Island. and the railroad list as a whole 
eentirved much neglected, There was some 
firmr.ces here and there In the ratiroad lst— 
netably, In the Southwestern and Southeastern 
groups. There was no indication, however, of 
anv general awakening from the recently pre- 
valline sneculative apathy and the news ‘of 
the day found no reflection in the stock mar- 
ket.
